1 -O rder the strikers to dig coal 
again, immediately, or—* 
2 S it tight and face the 
pos­ 
sibility of severe penalties under the 
war 
disputes act which outlines 
punishment for anyone who 
en­ 
courages a strike against a govern­ 
ment-operated industry in wartime. 
The UMW’s 200-man policy com­ 
mittee meets late today to make its 
choice. 
A back-to-work order was 
considered highly possible. 
To Negotiate Contract 
President Roosevelt said: 
'Because I appreciate the de­ 
sire of the miners to work un­ 
der a contract, I have author- 
Ued the Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior to enter into collective bar­ 
gaining contracts with repre­ 
sentatives of the miners to gov­ 
ern the terms and conditions of 
employment during the period 
of government operation. 
Such 
contracts will he made In ac­ 
cordance with the recent opin­ 
ion of the National War labor 
Board and will be subject to Its 
approval In accordance with the 
provision of the War labor Dis­ 
putes Act."

"Coal must be mined,” Mr.

The failure to 
mine coal at this critical mo­ 
ment Is hnpedlng the proeeeu- 
tion of the war and endangering 
the fives of our so tut and broth­ 
ers, the son* and brothers of 
the miners, on the battlefield." 
President Roosevelt in ordering 
the mine-selzure last night, an­ 
nounced the pits would be opened 
by

Wednesday 
morning and that “every miner will 
be expected to be at his post of 
duty” at that time. 
Penalties f ixed 
Tile seizure placed in effect tile 
penalties of the Labor Disputes act. 
These range up to a year's imprison­ 
ment and $5,000 fine for any person 
guilty of encouraging an interrup­ 
tion of production. 
An individual 
worker, however, has the right to 
remain away from work but he may 
not legally encourage or coerce any­ 
one to Join him. 
Moreover, miners might be barred 
from accepting other Jobs under 
tightening manpower controls 
Reaction in the field to the Presi­ 
dent’s latest move was not encour­ 
aging. Both Pennsylvania and Ohio 
reported a determination among the 
miners to stay out until a contract 
is signed.

A limited number of "obsolete" 
shoes will be sold to consumers 
ration-free under new provisions set 
up today by the OPA, effective No­ 
vember 8. 
As soon as a dealer gets permis­ 
sion from the OPA and attaches 
the official non-rationed stickers to 
his “obsolete” shoes, he may put 
them on sale. Shoes without mates 
(singles) 
aft; included with “ob­ 
solete" shoes in today’s release. 
OPA pointed out to consumers 
that these "obsolete” shoes, though 
wearable, will be. types that have 
deteriorated, including out-of-style, 
discolored 
merchandise 
that has 
been lying idle on dealers’ shelves. 
However, the shoes do represent 
leather "mileage.” 
Today’s action 
will make this "mileage" available 
to consumers and will help dealers 
liquidate frozen stocks. 
$1.00 a Pair 
One dollar a pair and 50 cents for 
single shoes are tile highest prices 
that can be charged for obsolete 
and single shoes that are sold ra­ 
tion-free. 
"When dealers advertise and dis­ 
play such shoes they are requested 
to identify them as “OUA obsolete 
release” and to display their prices, 
stating that "obsolete shoes can be 
sold ration-free only at one dollar 
or less a pair.”

AAA Pays Dairy 
Farm Subsidies 


Harrisburg, Nov. 2 (AP)—Pennsyl­ 
vania headquarters of the Agricul­ 
tural adjustm ent agency paid more 
Federal subsidies to state dairymen 
today for milk sold in October, with 
more than 81,000,000 to be distrib­ 
uted in the next few days. 
Tile subsidies are based on 40 
cents a hundredweight for all fluid 
inilk sold, one cent a pound for 
fluid cream, four cents a pound for 
butter and five cents a pound for 
butterfat. 
The subsidies were ad­ 
vanced as a substitute for price in­ 
creases proposed by the state but 
not approved by Federal agencies.
